Obama 
talks climate 
change

President Obama on Tuesday declared that the U.S. is 
a serious partner in combating global warming, telling 
world peers “we are determined to act.” 

“The journey is hard. And we don’t have much time 
left to make it,” Obama said in brief remarks at a high- 
level climate summit convened by UN Secretary- 
General Ban Ki-moon. 

Obama sought to show U.S. resolve ahead of cru- 
cial talks in Copenhagen in December, when nations 
will try to reach a new global treaty to address climate 
change. He spoke at the start of a busy day of diplo- 
macy at the United Nations that also was to include a 
three-way meeting with Israeli and Palestinian lead- 
ers in an effort to nudge forward the Mideast peace 
process. 

“We understand the gravity of the climate threat. 
We are determined to act,” Obama said. ‘And we will 
meet our responsibility to future generations.” 

He spoke after Ban admonished leaders to put aside 
differences and move more quickly on global warm- 
ing. 

Obama is under pressure to put political capital 
behind getting a serious clean-energy law at home 
and show that the US., an economic giant, will do its 
part to cut heat- trapping emissions. The U.S. House 
passed a bill this summer that would set the first man- 
datory limits on greenhouse gases, but a Senate ver- 
sion appears increasingly unlikely this year. 

“Our generation’s response to this challenge will be 
judged by history,” Obama said.

Relatives of a family found slain in a small Downstate town have 
been taken into protective custody as authorities search for the 
killer or killers. 

A source close to the family say police fear the family may have 
been targeted and other relatives could be at risk. 

The bodies of Raymond and Ruth Gee, and children ages ii, 14 
and 16 were found Monday by a neighborhood boy who came to 
the family’s home in Reason, near Springfield, after school, and 
noticed a large pool of blood on the floor, the source said. 

The boy alerted other family members living nearby and police 
were called shortly before 4:30 p.m. 

Sheriff Steven Nichols isn’t saying why his office didn’t release 
information about the slayings until Tuesday He does say detec- 
tives are working to identify possible suspects. And he describes 
whoever is responsible for the killings as “armed and dangerous.” 

Nichols warned area residents to lock their doors at night as a 
precaution. 

The slayings, which Nichols described as a “brutal homicide against 
an entire family” occurred at the family’s ranch-style home in Reason, 
a farming community about 140 miles southwest of Chicago. 

Nichols would not provide details about the crime scene or the 


suspected cause of death, but said an autopsy was scheduled for 
later Tuesday 

Nichols identified the victims and gave approximate ages: 
Raymond “Rick” Gee, 46; Ruth Gee, 39; Justina Constant, 16; 
Dillen Constant, 14; and Austin Gee, ii. 

Raymond Gee worked in construction, and his wife was a stay- 
at-home mother. They attended church with their children, who 
waited each morning at the town’s post office for the school bus. 

Throughout Reason on Tuesday, residents gathered on porches 
to talk about the killings. 

Dale Day, who lives a few blocks from the home where the bod- 
ies were found, said he would arm himself Tuesday night to be 
ready for any trouble that might come his way 

“Now I have my 9mm loaded, cocked and ready to fire if some- 
one breaks into my house,” Day said. 

Some residents said they had never considered locking their 
doors at night. 

“Not many people lock their doors here,” said Brittney Fillmore, 
14, who knew both Justina and Dillen from high school. 

“Something like this isn’t what you’d expect especially happen- 
ing in a small town where everybody knows each other.”

Lawyers for former Goy Rod Blagojevich prom- 
ised Tuesday that the late Christopher Kelly would 
be heard “from the grave” at the ex-governor’s cor- 
ruption trial next year. 

The attorneys declined to say whether they had 
access to any undercover recordings of Kelly a for- 
mer Blagojevich adviser and fundraiser who took 
his life earlier this month. But lawyer Sam Adam Jr. 
said Kelly who was indicted with Blagojevich and 
pleaded guilty in two other indictments, passed on 
chances to point fingers at his client. 

“He is on the record saying the governor has 
done no wrong,” Adam said after a hearing in fed- 
eral court at which prosecutors formally dropped 
the remaining charges against Kelly 

Kelly’s lawyer, Michael Monico, did not attend 
Tuesday’s hearing.

CTA chairman

The chairman of the CTA’s board offered her res- 
ignation Tuesday 

Carole Brown told Mayor Daley of her decision 
to leave in a meeting Tuesday morning, said Greg 
Longhini, the CTA board’s secretary 

Brown was appointed to head the transit agen- 
cy’s board in September 2003. 

She cited as a reason for her resignation the 
demands on her time since her former employer, 
the Lehman Brothers financial firm, went out of 
business, Longhini said. 

Brown said she had a lot of support from 
Lehman Brothers to work on CTA issues, 
Longhini said. Brown now works at a different and 
smaller company in the municipal finance industry, 
Longhini said. 

Brown has been talking about resigning her 
position for about a year, Longhini said.

As Chicago’s Olympics bid enters the home 
stretch. Mayor Daley on Tuesday continued 
to sound his theme that hosting the 2016 
Summer Games would transform the city’s 
worldwide reputation. 

The mayor delivered that message in one 
of a series of 15-minute interviews limited in 
scope to the bid. Daley typically takes ques- 
tions from Chicago reporters only at news 
conferences. 

In an interview in his office, Daley 
acknowledged the general public doesn’t 
share his enthusiasm for the bid, saying there 
are “a lot of questions still being asked.” 

But Daley said Chicago often is overshad- 
owed by New York and other coastal cities 
and could receive a huge boost to its reputa- 
tion by hosting the Olympics. 

“Tbu don’t realize the importance, the 
global importance that Chicago will receive,” 
the mayor said. “If you get this, it’s a major. 


major coup for the whole marketing strategy 
of Chicago.” 

A recent Tribune poll showed eroding 
public support for the games, with economic 
concerns foremost in skeptics’ minds. Daley 
said the bid team’s plan is “very, very fiscally 
responsible.” 

The mayor often has said that no public 
money would be used to pay for the games. 
When a Tribune reporter pointed out 
Tuesday that taxpayer dollars would indeed 
be used— including as much as $20 million 
in Chicago Park District funds for a kaya- 
king course on Northerly Island— Daley 
replied that the new Olympics facilities 
would remain as recreation amenities long 
after the games end. 

Asked whether Olympics revenue fore- 
casts might be too rosy, Daley said he did 
not worry about that and relies on the bid 
team. “That’s all Pat Ryan,” he said, referring 
to the Chicago 2016 bid leader. Daley said 


he plans to take a commercial flight Friday 
to Copenhagen, where the International 
Olympic Committee will choose the 2016 
host on Oct. 2 from among Rio de Janeiro, 
Tokyo, Madrid and Chicago. 

Earlier Tuesday, Daley joined Gov Quinn 
at Navy Pier to say that Chicago tourism 
would get a huge boost if the city is picked 
to host the Olympics. 

The governor used Daley’s presence to 
rebut criticism from Quinn’s Democratic 
primary opponent, who questioned state 
spending on tourism during a budget crisis. 
Comptroller Dan Hynes said last week he was 
suspending payments on more than $40 mil- 
lion in state and lottery tourism advertising 
contracts. On Tuesday, Quinn called Hynes’ 
decision “very, very short sighted.” 

Daley came to Quinn’s defense, say- 
ing tourism is a competitive business and 
the state must do all it can to actively woo 
visitors. 
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Book looks 
at Obamas’ 
marriage 

After a microscopic look at several famous mar- 
riages, author Christopher Andersen takes his 
pen— or, some argue, a hatchet— to the Obamas 
in his latest book, “Barack and Michelle: Portrait 
of an American Marriage.” 

He describes a reluctant groom-to-be, a some- 
times-stormy union and a woman sick of emptying 
his overflowing ashtrays— and being shut out by 
his ambition. 

He says the Obamas survived the crucibles 
of battling infertility, helping to nurse daughter 
Sasha to health after meningitis and coping with 
early political defeat and debt. By the inauguration 
they were “indisputably the First Couple not only 
of America but of the world.” 

The book, relying in part on unnamed sources, 
serves up plenty of dish from the Obamas’ youth, 
nearly 17-year marriage and up-and-down journey 
to the White House. 

Andersen says Michelle Obama helped shoot 
down the prospect of Hillary Clinton being tapped 
as her husband’s running mate. “Do you really want 
Bill and Hillary just down the hall from you in the 
White House?” it quotes her as saying. 

According to the book, when Obama ran for 
the U.S. Senate in the 2004 elections, at first he 
thought the David Axelrod-designed campaign 
slogan, “Tes we can,” was corny But the controver- 
sial Jeremiah Wright, then his pastor, and Michelle 
Obama liked it. 

The book, from publisher William Morrow, 
went on sale Tuesday for $25.99. 

Andersen is famous for writing about the 
famous— the Kennedys, the Clintons and Diana, 
Princess of Wales— and he intermingles dirt and 
stardust, engendering some criticism. 

The Obamas did not cooperate with the book, 
says its publicist, Camille McDuffie. The White 
House had no comment. 

To some extent, tell-all books about the Obamas 
must all compete with the 1995 book “Dreams 
From My Father,” written by Obama himself, 
which was a tell-all that mentioned youthful drug 
use and a few other unflattering details.

Boender lawyers serve subpoenas on aldermen 


Lawyers for indicted developer Calvin 
Boender have served subpoenas on at least 
six Chicago aldermen in an effort to clear 
their client of fraud charges. City Hall offi- 
cials confirmed Tuesday 
Jenny Hoyle, spokeswoman for the Law 
Department, said the city had received cop- 
ies of subpoenas from Boender’s lawyers 
seeking “trial testimony and no documents” 
from the aldermen. Hoyle declined to pro- 
vide the subpoenas or disclose the names of 
the elected officials receiving them. 


Boender, who has developed projects in 
wards around the city, has pleaded not guilty 
Sources said he may be asking aldermen to 
testify about their dealings with him. 

In May, a federal grand jury indicted 
Boender and Aid. Isaac Carothers (29th) on 
charges stemming from Boender’s efforts to 
develop a 50 -acre industrial site on the West 
Side. The trial is scheduled for March. 

Boender had bought the property in July 
2000. With Carothers’ support, Boender 
successfully rezoned the site in 2006, allow- 


ing construction of a residential and com- 
mercial development. Prosecutors also allege 
that Carothers accepted $40,000 in home 
improvements in 2004, as well as meals 
and tickets to a White Sox playoff game, in 
support of zoning changes for the property, 
which lies mostly in Carothers’ ward. 

Boender was charged with four counts of 
wire and mail fraud, two counts of obstruc- 
tion of justice, two misdemeanor counts of 
violating federal campaign finance laws and 
one count of paying a bribe.

Judge Pamela Hollis approved the 
appointment of Howard Korenthal, an expert 
in crisis management, as chief operating 
officer of the cemetery where workers were 
accused of digging up some 300 graves in 
order to resell them. 


U. of I. scientist wins grant 

A University of Illinois researcher who works 
with organic molecule semiconductors to 
develop “flexible electronic devices’’ Tuesday 
won one of the MacArthur Foundation’s 
“genius grants.’’ John A. Rogers, 42, is a 
professor of engineering on the Urbana- 
Champaign campus. He is one of this year’s 
crop of 24 MacArthur Fellows, each of whom 
receives $500,000 over a five-year period. 
Since the program began in 1981, 805 fellows 
have been named.

Stadiums, hotels warned 
to watch for terrorists 


□ WASHINGTON Counterterrorism officials 
have issued security bulletins to police 
around the nation about terrorists’ desire to 
attack stadiums, entertainment complexes 
and hotels — the latest in a flurry of such 
warnings as investigators chase a possible 
bomb plot in Denver and Newark. 

In the two bulletins— sent to police 
departments Monday and obtained by The 
Associated Press — officials said they know of 
no specific plots against such sites, but urged 
law enforcement and private companies to be 
vigilant. These two bulletins followed on the 


heels of a similar warning about the vulner- 
abilities of mass transit systems. 

The bulletin on stadiums notes that an 
A 1 Qaeda training manual specifically lists 
“blasting and destroying the places of amuse- 
ment, immorality, and sin ... and attacking 
vital economic centers” as desired targets of 
the global terror network. 

Officials noted the law enforcement 
bulletins are not intended for the pub- 
lic. Bulletins— particularly about hotels as 
possible targets— are common and often 
don’t make news. However, a half-dozen 


alerts issued in the last week have received 
increased attention amid the investigations 
in New York and Denver. The first of these, 
about hydrogen peroxide-based explosives, 
specifically referred to the New Y)rk case. 

Separately, law enforcement officials said 
a Colorado man may have been planning 
with others to detonate backpack bombs on 
NewTbrk City trains in a plot similar to past 
attacks in London and Madrid. 

In a statement, the FBI says that “several 
individuals in the United States, Pakistan and 
elsewhere” are being investigated. 


More charges likely

“That’s the kind of game I grew up 
watching.” The Sox, in first at the time, eventually collapsed, and the Twins went on to win the division. 
It’s been tense ever since then. 


Piranhas strike 

In August 2006, a new Twins 
nickname was born. “I’d rather 
do anything in baseball than 
face those piranhas,” Guillen 
said a day after the Sox lost 
their wild-card playoff lead 
in an 8-7 loss to the Twins. 

The Twins went on to use the 
nickname in marketing ads 
and during 
in-game promotions.

In an ugly doubleheader at 
U.S. Cellular Field in July 2007, 
the Twins scored a combined 
32 runs in their two wins, the 
most against the Sox in back- 
to-back games since 1930. “It 
was hard to watch,” Guillen 
said, “but there’s nothing we 
can do about it.” 


The playoff playoff 

After finishing the season 
tied atop the AL Central in 
September 2008, the Twins 
and White Sox must play a 
one-game playoff to see who 
wins the division title and a trip 
to the playoff. In a nail-biter at 
U.S. Cellular, the Sox pull off a 
1-0 win, putting both Chicago 
baseball teams in the playoffs 
for the first time si nee 1906.

up there. Especially if you’ve had a few 
drinks. It’s kind of hard to not cut your 
finger open or hit your head or slide or 
fall. I’ve been impaled on a few cym- 
bal stands in my day I’ve taken some 
pretty nasty beer-slide spills. People get 
rowdy ya know? 

Is there something about the way you 
perform that makes injury more likeiy? 

I think we definitely go for it. I don’t 
think we’re necessarily afraid to get 
injured, which probably makes it hap- 
pen a little more often than it would 
for, say. Animal Collective or Conor 
Oberst or some s***. But it’s fun. You 
gotta take some risks now and then. 

What’s the worst injury anyone has 
suffered, and what insurance pian does 
the band offer? 

[Laughs] When I got impaled, it was 
pretty bad. I fell off {Seth Bohn’s} 
drums, and the top of the cymbal stand 
stuck into my side deep enough that 


when I stood up the cymbal stand 
moved with me. It was deep enough 
in there that it was not coming out. It 
had to be pulled out. Our insurance is 
pretty crappy, I guess. I think the co- 
pay is lOO percent of the bill. 

Compare a Mannequin Men show when 
the crowd is sober to one where the 
crowd is less than sober. 

{The sober shows] are usually all-ages 
shows where we’ll play to a bunch of 
kids who are in high school and stuff 
Generally I think those are more fun 
than when the crowd’s wasted. 

Why? 

I think it’s more representative of 
when you went to shows when you 
were a kid. When I was a kid, I didn’t 
get wasted and go to shows. I went to 
shows because I was so freakin’ excited 
to see the band that there was abso- 
lutely nothing that was going to come 
between me and seeing them.

Not many rappers could do a song like Brother 
Ali’s latest single, “Fresh Air”-an appreciation 
that salutes his family and success and says “I 
love the life I live”-without sounding completely 
egotistical or painfully earnest.

I guess it’s something that I’m tiring of a little 
bit. We love to party I’m not going to tell you 
any differently ... But I think we’d rather write 
some songs and be recognized as a band rather 
than a four-man drinking troupe. 

But once the music stops: Four-man drinking 
troupe! 

Yeah, yeah, pretty much. We all like to have 
our share of beers and hang out, and we’re 
all best friends. We’ve done a lot of drinking 
together. It’s what we know best. 


How many models turned up wanting to 
appear naked on your new album cover? 

A lot of the responses we got were from 
kind of slutty chicks being like, “Yeah, totally!” 
We didn’t want hot chicks on there. We 
wanted normal people. So I think we got a 
lot of responses from people who were kind 
of gelatinous, fake, plastic people. We were 
looking for people that make things look 
weird rather than sexy I think it worked out 
all right. 

So it wasn’t much of a casting-couch situation. 

No, it wasn’t like us with a bowl of popcorn 
and 15 naked chicks. 

Because who wouid want to do that? 

[Laughs] It’s a slippery slope, man. Then you 
look like a total dog.

Just say Poe 


The master of macabre 
inspires the Neo-Futurists 
in time for Halloween

Noelle Krimm remembers when it was fun to be 
afraid. Before swine flu. Before credit default 
swaps. Before Tom DeLay attempted the cha-cha 
on “Dancing With the Stars.” 

Krimm, a Neo-Futurists ensemble member, 
hopes to recapture that innocent, exhilarating ter- 
ror in “Fear,” a series of six vignettes that draws 
inspiration from various Edgar Allan Poe works. 

Just in time for the Halloween season, the 
haunted house-like “Fear” takes place throughout 
the entire Neo-Futurist headquarters— kitchen, 
hallways, waiting room— and not just on its stage. 
One of three ghoulish guides will lead groups of 
15-20 through the darkened building to each scene. 
(Groups will be staggered every 15 minutes or so.) 

Krimm conceived and curated the production, 
and tapped several acquaintances — the House 
Theatre’s Matt Hawkins, filmmaker Ren Velarde, 
puppetmaker Bernie McGovern, among others — to 
produce the individual acts. We called her to get the 
rest of the story 

Where did this idea come from? 

I have a 4-year-old daughter, and her favorite 
“game” is Monster. It really scares her when you 
chase her and roar. She almost ends up in tears. 
Then she asks to play it again. You know that kind 


of fear you have when you’re a little kid? When 
you’re an adult, it gets taken over by those awful 
fears you don’t want to relive. I thought it’d be 
cool if I could go back and enjoy it again. 

Is “Fear” scary like a chainsaw-wielding 
psychopath or more like an existential crisis? 

I guess the latter. All of the creators were given the 
assignment to pick something from Poe’s oeuvre 
and create something. They weren’t told to tell a 
linear story ... Poe was just a starting-off place. 

Is it essential or a cliche to include “The Raven”? 

Apparently, they thought it was a cliche because 
they’re not using it. They were allowed to pick 
their own, because I wanted them to be inspired 
by it. There aren’t any of the ones you’d expect. 
We’re doing the “The Oval Portrait,” “The 
Conqueror Worm,” “The Bells,” “The Pit and the 
Pendulum” and “The Fall of the House of Usher.” 

Your production of “Alice” in 2004 also took place 
in several locations, rather than on one stage. 
You’re getting a rep as someone who can’t sit still. 

Apparently this is my thing, though there were 
five years in between {productions}. It just inter- 
ests me. My aim has been different for each of 
them even though my methodology has been the 


same. With ‘Alice,” rather than watch the story of 
Alice ... I wanted people to feel like Alice— to be 
taken on a journey they didn’t expect to take and 
see the magical in the most ordinary of spots. 

Should people bone up on their Poe before 
heading to “Fear”? 

Not necessarily It has the same feel as ‘Alice,” in 
that if you were an ‘Alice In Wonderland” fan and 
you knew the story well, you would see Alice in 
everything you went to and understand all the ref- 
erences. If you didn’t, it was just a crazy, wild show. 
This has the same thing. It’s just a freaky haunted 
house. If you know your Poe, you’ll see it. If you 
don’t, you’ll probably just see some crazy stuff

Step i: Cook bacon. Step 2: Remove fat. Step 
3: Tear into pieces. 

This sounds like the start of a nice break- 
fast, but it’s actually the first part of mixologist 
Adam Seger’s Baconcello recipe. 

The next step is steeping the bacon in vodka 
for 72 hours. 

Bacon-infused spirits and other so-called 
“carnivorous cocktails” are quirky options on 
the menus of some cutting-edge bars these 
days, and with the introduction this May of a 
mass-produced product called Bakon Vodka, 
flesh-flavored spirits are nudging their way 
into the mainstream drinking scene, 

Seger, general manager, mixologist and som- 
melier of Nacional 27, 325 W Huron St,, is part 
of a multitasking breed of barkeep that likes to 
incorporate culinary techniques into drinks, 
Seger also makes a Ham and Cheese cocktail, 
while renowned mixologist Todd Thrasher has 
experimented with bacon, foie gras and lamb 
at his speakeasy PX in Alexandria, Va, 

Bacon is the most popular meat-in-a-glass, 
which makes perfect sense if you follow Seger’s 
logic, “Vodka has no flavor— it’s a blank,” he 
says, ‘And bacon is one of the world’s most 
perfect foods,” 

Seger says his many experiments with meat 
and alcohol began when he tried the bacon 
martini of fellow mixologist Mike Ryan of 
Moto, 945 W Fulton Market, 

“Think about how many chefs use alcohol 
in their cooking,” Seger says, ‘Alcohol is just a 
natural flavor carrier,” 

The new commercial product Bakon 
Vodka, launched by three friends in Seattle, 
seems as far from the barroom experimen- 
tations of Adam Seger and Todd Thrasher as 
artisanal bacon is to a jar of Bacon Bits, The 
most obvious reason? Bakon isn’t made with 
real bacon. 

One of the owners, Sven Liden, explains: 
‘After a lot of testing and figuring out shelf-life 
and other issues, we decided that an infusion 
was too complicated and messy The upside is 
that it’s vegan and gluten-free,” 

Because Bakon’s bacon-ness is chemically 
induced, it comes off far more smoky and 
strong than the bar infusions. But for those 
who might not have access to painstakingly

infused liquor, Bakon Vodka (which current- 
ly sells by mail order at drinkupnyxom for 
$29,99) seems to be appealing. Linden says 
demand has outpaced his predictions, 

“Our initial expectation was that we could 
do a small pilot test in the Pacific Northwest 
with a few hundred cases, ,„ We thought it 
would last 2-3 months,” he says, “That run sold 
out in about three weeks,” 

Seger has tasted Bakon Vodka and fears that 
those who sample that product first will get 
the wrong idea about the real possibilities of 
carnivorous cocktails, 

“It tasted like vodka with a liquid smoke 
rather than an infusion you do with a high- 
quality protein,” he says.

For anyone who has tasted the amazingly 
refined Old Fashioned served at Manhattan’s 
PDT bar— made with bacon-infused Four 
Roses bourbon and Grade B maple syrup— 
there is no comparison. 

However, Linden says the bartenders he’s 
supplied in his area are enthused, 

“In Washington we’re starting to see repeat 
sales ,„ and we’re seeing bars put it on their 
permanent menus,” he says. 

Regardless of the source, the carnivorous 
cocktail movement is expanding people’s 
view of drinking. As Thrasher says: “If you 
drink like you eat, you can have some amaz- 
ing things happen,”

BOOZE AND OINK-TRY THESE MEAT-TINIS

Anew state liquor tax hike has provided a 
convenient launching pad for a big round 
of wholesale price hikes on wine and spir- 
its that is likely to soon make drinking a far 
more expensive pastime in Illinois, 

The increases on thousands of prod- 
ucts, timed to coincide with the Sept, i 
tax hike, sometimes are double or more 
than the increase in the liquor levy alone. 
It may take a few weeks or months, but 
the higher prices now faced by liquor 
retailers should eventually translate into 
sharply higher costs for everybody from 
fussy wine snobs to besotted tipplers. 
Separately, the nation’s largest brewers 
also have signaled plans to raise beer prices 
this fall. Voters are primed to blame politi- 
cians for almost anything, so piggybacking 
price hikes on tax increases is a tried-and- 
true business technique for deflecting 
consumer ire over rising costs, 

“That’s pretty consistent with what typ- 
ically happens,” said David Vite, head of 
the Illinois Retail Merchants Association, 
“The last time liquor taxes went up, dis- 
tributors took the opportunity to increase 
their prices while all the time wailing about 
the government,” 

Even factoring in a discount for volume 
purchases, one area retail chain was pay- 
ing $20,17 a bottle for fifths of 80 -proof 
Smirnoff Vodka, up from $16,11 in August, 
By itself, the tax hike would have added 
only 80 cents to the price, 

A fifth of Beefeater gin leapt $1,50 at 
the wholesale level, nearly double the 80- 
cent tax hike for that size bottle of spirits. 
The wholesale hike for a regular 750 -mil- 
liliter bottle of several varieties of popu- 
lar Sterling Vintner’s Collection wines 
jumped 69 cents, more than 5 times the 
13 -cent tax increase imposed by the legis- 
lature for that volume of wine, 

Illinois lawmakers raised liquor taxes 
as part of a broad financing package for a 
$31 billion public works program. Retail 
sales taxes on most candies and some soft 
drinks also rose Sept, i, but the precise 
impact on consumers of the liquor-tax 
increase is harder to gauge. The tax is lev- 
ied at the wholesale level, so it isn’t some- 
thing that shows up on a register receipt at 
the checkout counter.
